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STAFF at a rugby club were left 
“gobsmacked” after a defibrillator 
was vandalised. 

The public-access defibrillator 
was installed by the Haverhill Com¬ 
munity First Reponders and has 
been used to help save lives, but 
some time on Friday night or Satur¬ 
day morning, it was wrenched from 
the wall it was attached to. 

The incident took place between 
11pm on Friday, August 28 and 1pm 
on Saturday, at Haverhill Rugby 
Club in School Lane. 

Excessive force was used to 
wrench the defibrillator from the 
wall, although it was left attached 
by electric wires. 

fane Marper, clubhouse manager 
at the rugby club, said: “When we 
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opened up on Saturday lunchtime 
for a wedding party, we were just 
getting stuff ready, and somebody 
noticed that it was at an angle, and 
we noticed that it had been pulled 
off the wall. 

“We were obviously pretty cross 
and gobsmacked that somebody 
would vandalise a defibrillator.” 

The staff at the club contacted the 
First Responders to tell them what 
had happened. 

The life-saving device, worth 
£2,500, was installed in May after a 
fundraising effort from the First Re¬ 
sponders. 

They posted on their Facebook 
page after the incident: “Due to the 
irresponsibility of the person or 


people that did this, it is now out of 
order and potentially could result in 
someone losing their lives.” 

The First Responders are a team 
of local volunteers who are trained 
to deal with life-threatening situ¬ 
ations. The Haverhill branch cur¬ 
rently has 15 volunteers. 

Defibrillators can help keep 
someone alive in the event of a 
heart attack, until medical experts 
arrive. This one had already been 
used since its installation in May. 

The defibrillator has now been re¬ 
attached to the wall and is in work¬ 
ing order. 

Police have been informed about 
the vandalism.

TENS of thousands of 
pounds worth of damage 
have been caused to a sec¬ 
ondary school in Haverhill 
after torrential rain caused 
flooding. 

Samuel Ward Academy in 
Chalkstone Way has been 
forced to delay its start-of- 
term date to Monday to have 
time to clear up the damage. 

Pupils were due back to¬ 
morrow after the summer 
break. 

The school flooded af¬ 
ter gravel blocked its down 
drains during heavy rain 
last Wednesday. 

Water backed up onto 
the roof and leaked into the 
building, causing water up 
to three inches deep to flood 
nine classrooms. 

The school has called in 
contractors ISS Facilities to 
remove the water and use 
industrial driers to make 
the classrooms usable again. 
This process looks set to 
take over a week.

THE percentage of Suffolk 11-year- 
olds achieving level 4 or above in their 
three SATS exams increased by four 
per cent this year, to 77 per cent.

Suffolk also rose by 22 places on 
the national rankings of counties for 
SATS results this year, and now stands 
at 118 out of 150. 


A DEAD elm tree in Haverhill 
town centre is being trans¬ 
formed into a 10ft sculpture 
of a diver. 

The tree, part of a row that 
stands outside Haverhill’s 
Abbeycroft Leisure Cen¬ 
tre, recently died of Dutch 
elm disease. It was due to 
be felled until the plan was 
hatched to turn it into a pub¬ 
lic work of art. 

The sculpture has been 
largely funded with money 
from town, borough and 
county councillor Tony 
Brown’s locality budget. 

Cllr Brown said: “Original¬ 
ly the elm was part of a lovely 
row of elm trees that were 
very popular in the town. It 
was always a special place in 
Haverhill, and it was really 
one of the last rows of elm 
trees in the country. It was 
quite a shock when they ac¬ 
tually started dying.” 

He said that the late Cllr 
Gordon Cox had suggested 
putting a statue in the area, 
but after his death, this never 
took place. 

Cllr Brown went on: “Eal- 
ier this year I was doing an 
event at the leisure centre, 
and I came out and I just 
thought it’s such a shame, so 
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I contacted the borough and 
used some of my money.” 

A spokesperson for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil said: “Rather than sim¬ 
ply pay for the felling and 
removal of the tree we have 
taken the decision with this 
particular specimen to uti¬ 
lise the standing timber and 
have employed the services 
of a local wood carver to 
create a sculpture relevant 
to the neighbouring leisure 
centre, a figure diving.” 

Tree sculptor Ben 
Loughrill, who is originally 
from Steeple Bumpstead, 
has been hired - at a cost of 
£2,100 - to create the art¬ 
work. 

He has previously worked 
on projects including the 
wolf sculpture which sits on 
a roundabout in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

Mr Loughrill is working on 
the sculpture this week, us¬ 
ing a chainsaw to carve the 
wood. 

He works mostly from 
his imagination, but uses 
prompts to help him, includ¬ 


ing pictures - and a Barbie 
doll. He said: “I came up 
with a diver because there’s a 
sports centre there. I’m start¬ 
ing at the feet and working 
my way down.” 

Mr Loughrill, who has 
been working as a wood 
sculptor for 15 years, hopes 
that it will be finished by ear¬ 
ly next week. The sculpture 
will be stained with a clear 
protective coat and should 
last at least 10 years. 

Cllr Brown said: “I am real¬ 
ly looking forward to it mak¬ 
ing a nice feature on fubilee 
Square. 

“It will be a one off. I think 
it’s a fitting tribute to the tree 
that was there.” 

Cllr Brown said: “I’m a 
great fan of public art. It in¬ 
vites comment and discus¬ 
sion and every bit of public 
art makes the town a bit dif¬ 
ferent.”

Residents fight 
plans to build 
on garage sites 


A PETITION calling for a 
housing association to aban¬ 
don a development has 
gained nearly 1,000 signa¬ 
tures. 

The petition was started by 
a new organisation known 
as the Garage Action Group, 
(GAG) which opposes plans 
by Havebury Housing to build 
homes on a site currently oc¬ 
cupied by residents’ garages. 

The plans to build four af¬ 
fordable homes on the site 
in Haverhill’s Nayland Road 
were approved on appeal in 
lune after being rejected by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council in July, 2014. 

The proposals involve rip¬ 
ping out the garages that cur¬ 
rently stand on the quiet resi¬ 
dential street and replacing 
them with four new homes. 

GAG is a mixture of council¬ 
lors and residents. As well as 
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creating a petition, they have 
written to West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock and have 
organised a meeting between 
Havebury CEO Karen May- 
hew and local councillors on 
September 21. 

Residents are considering 
picketing the meeting to raise 
awareness of the issue, and 
are ready to take direct action 
if they are told work is start¬ 
ing. 

Dave Skuce, who lives on 
the street, said: “The thing 
that’s annoying me and that 
I’m fighting against is the bul¬ 
ly boy tactics. It was turned 
down by the council but 
they’ve just stuck their fin¬ 
gers in their ears and thrown 
a lot of money at it. They’re 


supposed to be a charity. It’s 
already forced one couple to 
put their home up for sale.” 

Another member of the ac¬ 
tion group is the former may¬ 
or of Haverhill, Roger Andre. 

He said: “While Havebury 
do have consent for the Nay- 
land Road site they should 
have proper regard for local 
residents and local council¬ 
lors who consider the pro¬ 
posals a threat to their local 
amenity with the attendant 
risks of overcrowding, loss of 
parking and open spaces and 
disrupting long established 
communities. 

“Havebury are putting fi¬ 
nancial considerations above 
their commitment to our 
community.” 

GAG’s next meeting will 
take place on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 17, at the Leiston Cen¬ 
tre in Leiston Road, at 7pm.

Fireworks as

QUEEN Elizabeth II will 
become Britain’s longest- 
reigning monarch this 
month - and Haverhill is sa¬ 
luting her. 

Next Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 9, The Queen’s 63-year 
reign will be longer than that 
of Queen Victoria. 

Although it is not an event 
officially celebrated by 
Buckingham Palace, Haver¬ 
hill Town Council have or¬ 
ganised a firework display 
at the New Croft football 
ground. 

Town clerk Colin Poole 
said: “Our councillors want¬ 
ed to mark something that’s 
only going to happen once 
in our lifetime. 

“Prince Charles isn’t going 
to live to 130, and William’s 
already 33, so Prince George 
is possibly the next one. 

“For a lot of people it won’t 
happen again in our lifetime 
or our children’s lifetime. 
Clearly it’s a huge public 
service career the queen has 
had.” 
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The event will take place 
on September 9 at 8pm. The 
firework show is expected to 
last around three minutes, 
and the bar at the New Croft 
will be open. All are wel¬ 
come to go along. 

A sunset parade had been 
organised in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds before the Haverhill 
fireworks were arranged. 
Town, borough and county 
councillor John Burns said: 
“It was asked quite a few 
times: ‘Why aren’t we doing 
something in Haverhill?”’ 

The New Croft was cho¬ 
sen as the location for the 
display as it is on the Chalk- 
stone Hills, and so one of the 
highest places in the town. 

Mr Poole said: “If people 
can’t get to the New Croft we 
have chosen it because the 
fireworks would be visible 
all over the town.” 

Cllr Burns said: “Hopeful¬ 
ly people will see all round 


Haverhill. We’re hoping the 
weather stays decent.” 

Mr Poole added: “It will be 
our tribute to the service the 
queen has done for the na¬ 
tion. We hope it will be a big 
crowd all enjoying seeing 
the fireworks.” 

When Elizabeth came to 
the throne in 1952, Haverhill 
had a population of a little 
over 4,000. 

Barry Young, Secretary of 
the Haverhill Local History 
Group said: “In the fifties 
Haverhill was really a me¬ 
dium sized market town, 
but we did have a passenger 
railway station. 

“The industrial estate 
and main housing estates 
weren’t built then. In 1951 
the Haverhill Urban Council 
was considering taking part 
in a scheme to become a 
London overspill town.” 

The overspill estates were 
built in the 1960s and 70s, 
and the town’s population 
has increased five-fold dur¬ 
ing Elizabeth’s reign.

Drain is flooding - but they told 
me to wait 6 months for repairs

A HAVERHILL man whose home 
was in danger of being flooded said 
he was told by Havebury Housing 
he would have to wait six months 
to have repairs carried out to the 
drains. 

John McDonagh, who lives in 
Landseer Court, says that his gar¬ 
den flooded so badly last Wednes¬ 
day that he was unable to get out of 
his back door. 

He said at the time: “Everything’s 
flooding outside. If I get any more 
rain I’m going to be in serious trou¬ 
ble.” 

And the flooding was not just the 
result of one freak spell of heavy 
rain. Mr McDonagh, who is 69, said 
it was an ongoing problem. 

He said that three weeks ago 
when there was a downpour, he 
bailed out 16 barrel loads and 22 
bucketfuls of water from his gar¬ 
den. He added: “If I hadn’t done 
that it would have come in the back 
door.” 

His next-door neighbour 
Debbie Allard was also affected by 


the poor drainage, with the water 
not draining from her back garden 
even after several days. 

The 55-year-old support worker 
and grandmother says it has af¬ 
fected her family. She said: “It’s my 
grandchildren really. They love be¬ 
ing out in the garden. They want to 


be out there on their bikes. 

“We are at the end, and it soaks 
down our way. We just put up with 
it until now.” 

She says the problem has been 
getting worse over the years she has 
lived in the house. 

Mr McDonagh, a retired lorry

driver, says that the cause of his 
flooding problem is that they have 
a soakaway rather than a proper 
drain installed, and the clay soil 
below means the drainage is not ef¬ 
fective. 

Mr McDonagh said he called 
Havebury twice about flooding, 


and someone was sent round to in¬ 
spect the problem. 

Mr McDonagh says he was then 
told he would have to be put on a 
six-month waiting list before the 
necessary work could be done on 
the drain. 

However, this week Havebury 
said they now understand the ur¬ 
gency of the situation, and have 
speeded up the process. 

Paul Edwards, director of re¬ 
sources and company secretary, 
said on Thursday: “We are very 
sorry to hear of the flooding that Mr 
McDonagh has experienced in his 
garden due to yesterday’s torrential 
downpour. 

“As soon as we were informed 
of the situation, we immediately 
passed the details on to our con¬ 
tractors to arrange a booking with 
Mr McDonagh. 

“We confirmed that the repair 
required would normally take a 
number of months to rectify, how¬ 
ever we do appreciate the urgency 
of this situation and have therefore 
arranged for the work to be com¬ 
pleted within the next two weeks.” 

Mr McDonagh said: “It’s good as 
long as they do it right.”

A MAN who gained weight 
after being diagnosed with a 
lung condition has lost three 
stone - and his wife has lost 
two and a half. 

Keith Grant, of Haverhill’s

Reaching 
new heights 


A FIRE officer has climbed a 
4,000m mountain to raise money 
for a Haverhill charity. 

Darryl Ashford-Smith, whose 
wife Lesley Ashford-Smith works 
for REACH community projects, 
scaled the Breithorn in the Swiss 
Alps a fortnight ago. 

Darryl, 49, is an experienced 
mountain climber, but he took 
with him his nephew Sam Ash¬ 
ford-Smith and his stepson Marty 
Singh, neither of whom had ever 
done a climb like this before.

window of only a couple of days. 
We did a day or two beforehand 
practising crevasse rescue tech¬ 
niques.” 

The climbers have raised over

14,000 knives 
binned in area 


MORE than 14,000 knives 
have been handed into po¬ 
lice across Suffolk in the past 
four years, the force have 
said. 

As part of the Bin a Blade 
campaign, Suffolk police 
have set up permanent 
bins outside their station 
in Mildenhall to encour¬ 
age people to deposit their 
knives. 

Three other bins were left 
at stations around the coun¬ 
ty, while two mobile bins 
also collected the blades in 
the drive. 

Since the campaign start¬ 
ed in 2011, 14,043 knives 
have been deposited in the 
bins across the county. 

The initial year-long am¬ 
nesty which began in 2011 
saw 6,125 knives anony¬ 
mously left. 

In 2012, another 2,205 
blades were dropped, with 
that number rising to an¬ 
other 2,606 in 2013. 

In 2014, 1,727 knives were 
surrendered. So far in 2015, 
the number stands at 1,380

knives. 

The knives are then taken 
to a recycling centre in Great 
Blakenham where they are 
disposed of safely. 

Suffolk Police’s Temporary 
Chief Constable Gareth Wil¬ 
son said: “We will continue 
to work with partners across 
Suffolk to encourage knife 
disposal using our designat¬ 
ed bins; our campaign en¬ 
sures that bladed items can 
be deposited anonymously, 
any day of the week and at 
any time. 

“Our amnesty is continu¬ 
ing to make people think 
about the consequences of 
carrying a knife and realise 
that even one knife out on 
the streets of Suffolk, is one 
too many. 

“It is important that resi¬ 
dents and visitors feel safe 
and people are given the 
opportunity to dispose of 
unwanted knives in a way 


to ensure they are not used 
in criminality or anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said emphasis on the 
danger of carrying a blade 
must continue. 

He said: “We need to do all 
we can through education, 
peer pressure, policing and 
sentencing to make it ab¬ 
solutely clear that it’s never 
acceptable for a person to 
carry a knife or weapon. 

“I fully support the use of 
these bins and would en¬ 
courage anyone who has a 
knife or any other weapon to 
dispose of them responsibly 
and immediately.

THE cuts in the price of fuel this 
month have meant that filling up 
the average family car is now £7.50 
cheaper than it was at the start of 
September last year. 

Asda, Tesco, Sainsbury’s and 
Morrisons have introduced a 2p 
reduction across their forecourts, 
with the result that the cost of fuel 
has been tipped to drop to £1 per 
litre after falling oil prices led to 
supermarkets slashing the cost of 
unleaded petrol by 2p a litre. 

The move means that in the last 
month the retailer has cut the price 
of unleaded by 5p per litre and die¬ 
sel by 9p. 

Morrisons said its latest cuts 
mean unleaded is 15p a litre 
cheaper than 2014’s August Bank 
Holiday. 

Jamie Winter, services director 
for the supermarket, said: “The 
current weakness in world markets 
is working in the favour of motor¬ 
ists because plummeting oil prices 
are combining with a strong pound 
to help us reduce petrol prices.” 

Steve Gooding, director of the 
RAC Foundation, welcomed the 
news, adding that with oil trading

at the same price as it was in Janu¬ 
ary, more cuts could be expected. 

He added: “The current retail 
margin on petrol is almost twice 
as much as the long-term average 
which is another indicator that 
pump prices could fall further. 

“However it is worth remem¬ 
bering that the biggest influence 
on what motorists pay at the fore¬ 
courts is not the oil price but taxa¬ 
tion.” 

RAC spokesman Rod Dennis 
said: “The reason we’ve been 


slower to see unleaded price cuts 
is because the wholesale price of 
petrol - the price retailers buy the 
fuel for - has not fallen at the same 
rate diesel has. Diesel has been on 
a steady downward path since the 
start of May, driven by increased 
capacity from Asia, but the same 
cannot be said for petrol. 

“If the conditions stay right, we 
could see some even lower prices 
in a few weeks as people return 
to work after the summer and the 
school run begins again. And if 
Brent Crude were to move to the 
40 US dollar per barrel mark, the 
prospect of some enterprising re¬ 
tailers selling fuel for £1 per litre 
will make a return.” 

He added: “The heat has really 
been taken out of the cost of mo¬ 
toring this summer, with the big 
four supermarkets now selling un¬ 
leaded and diesel for considerably 
less than in recent months. 

“While we think there is poten¬ 
tial for more movement on prices 
in the coming weeks, it is positive 
that all motorists are now benefit¬ 
ing from the plummeting price of 
oil.”
